In these years the Society has sent to India and supported 12 mis- 
sionaries and helped as many more sent out by Genera: Conference; 
bought or built, Sinclair Orphanage, Widows’ Home and Kindergarten 
Hall at Balasore; and Henderson Home and Brown Dispensary at Mid- 
napore. Has contributed toward the support of 15 teachers at Storer 
College, paying some salaries in full. Has helped in the erection or 
furnishing of all buildings and aided all enterprises at Storer. 

The Thank Offering adds from $1,000 to $1,200 annually to the 
treasury. The Society has raised and expended $200,000 for Home and 
Foreign work. 

Permanent Funds invested, which represent bequests and special 
gifts, $46,441.64; Bequests and Memorial gifts, used for Home and For- 
eign Work, from Sept., 1907, to June 30, 1913, $3,951.67; gift of Mrs. 
P. E. Cook, $30,000; Bequest, $426.18, and Trust Gift, $500, since June 
30, $926.18; making a total of $81,319.49.

MINUTES 


The fortieth annual meeting of the ree Baptist Woman’s Mission- 
ary Society was held at Ocean Park, Maine, August first, 1913, pursu- 
ant:to the following call published in The Watchman, continuing The 
Morning Star: 

“The annual meeting of the Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary So- 
ciety will be held at Porter Memorial, Ocean Park, Maine, Friday, Au- 
gust Ist, 1913, at 9 o’clock a. m., for the following purposes: To hear 
reports of Secretaries and Committees, for election of officers and such 
other business as may come before the meeting.

“Carolina, R. 1., June 7th, 1913.” 

The President, Mrs. Lucy P. Durgin, was in the chair, and a quo- 
rum was present. “Rescue the Perishing’”’ was sung. The Scripture 
was read and prayer offered by Mrs. Durgin. 

The records of the last annual meeting were read. 

The minutes of the meetings of the Board of Managers from July 
25th, 1913, to date were read and approved. 

The report of the Corresponding Secretary, Miss Lena Fenner, was 
read and accepted. : 

The report of the Home Secretary for New England, Mrs. A. B. 
Webber, was read and accepted. 

The Vice President-at-Large, Mrs. A. M. Cousins, was called to 
the chair. 

Report of the Western Home Secretary, Rev. Elizabeth Moody, 
was read and accepted. 

Report of the Treasurer, Miss Edyth R. Porter, was read and ac- 
cepted. 

The Finance Committee gave a verbal report which was accepted. 

Report of the Bureau of Missionary Intelligence was given by the 
Superintendent, Mrs. A. D. Chapman. Report accepted. 
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Report of the Cradle Roll Secretary, Mrs. Laura Hartley, was 
read and accepted. 

Report of the Editor of THE Misstonary HELPER was read and ac- 
cepted. 

Mrs. Lydia Andrews Francis, General Subscription Agent of the 
HELPER, gave her report; this was accepted. 

Thirty-seven dollars was pledged for HELPER shares and seven dol- 
lars and fifty cents for the HELPER Cut Fund. 

Mrs. Mosher reported for the Publication Committee; this report 
was accepted. 

The Corresponding Secretary was asked to send cordial greetings 
to our returned missionaries, Miss Lavina Coombs and Miss Emilie 
Barnes. 

The following resolution was presented: 

“Whereas, the whole matter of the enlargement of the HELPER has 
been referred to the Publication Committee without power to act; 

“Resolved: It upon the consideration of the matter of the enlarge- 
ment of THE Missronary HeEvpeEr, the Publication Committee in con- 
sultation with the Executive Committee of the society, think a four page 
enlargement is feasible, without increasing the subscription price, and 
have the funds in sight, the Publication Committee be and hereby are 
empowered to act.” 

This resolution was adopted. 

Voted to take a recess to 2 p. m. 

The society met according to adjournment with the President, Mrs. 
Durgin, in the chair, and a quorum present. 

Prayer was offered by Mrs. James Watson of Saco. 

Minutes of morning session were read and approved. 

Report of the Committee on Itinerary of New England Field Agent 
was read and accepted. 

Mrs. Bachelder spoke on the importance of the work of Field 
Agents. 

The acting Treasurer, Miss Porter, gave a report of the invested 


funds of the society. Voted to adopt this report. 
Miss Edyth Porter presented an addition to the budget of mission- 


ary expenses as previously reported. Voted to refer the same to the 
Board of Managers. 


Dr. Ward of Hillsdale, Mich., presented the society with a beautiful 
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gavel. It was made in Japan of wood from the graves of Joseph Nee- 
sima, William Carey and our own sainted Lavina Crawford. Mrs. 
Whitcomb spoke of the value and significance of the gift and on motion 
of Mrs. Stillman it was voted that the Corresponding Secretary be in- 
structed to express our sincere thanks to Dr. Ward for his exquisite gift. 

Report of the Western Field Agent, Rev. Elizabeth Moody, was 
read’ and accepted. 

The President announced that the Silver Necklet had again been 
won by Maine for making the largest net increase in HELPER subscrip- 
tions. 

Miss Jessie Waterman presented the Necklet, giving its touching 
history, and Mrs. Linda V. Jordan, President of the Maine Woman’s 
Missionary Society, accepted it for the state. 

Voted, that the following credentials be given to our Correspond- 
ing Secretary, Miss Lena Fenner, to help her in her study of missionary 
methods on her trip around the world: 

“To Christian and Missionary Workers wherever stationed: The 
Free Baptist Woman’s Missionary Society of America sends greetings 
and hereby introduces its Corresponding Secretary, Miss Lena S. Fenner; 
of Providence, R. I. Miss Fenner is making a tour of the world to study 
various mission fields in the interests of the work at home and abroad. 
Any special opportunity afforded her for such investigation will be grate- 
fully appreciated both by Miss Fenner and the society which she rep- 
resents.

Report of Corresponding Secretary 


“The Lord hath done great things for us, whereof we are glad.” . 
At the culmination of forty years of work for the Master through the 
agency of the Woman’s Missionary Society, we have every reason to re- 
joice and give thanks, and to enter with zest upon the last decade of our 
Jubilee period, making it a period of steady growth and blessing. 

When we look at our INDIA FIELD, we see how the Divine blessing 
has attended our work, results being far greater than we could expect 
or hope from the number of lives and amount of means invested. The 
three new chapeds—at Midnapore, Kusudia and Khargpur are generai 
indications of ._progress in Bengal field and the “bulging” condition of 
our schools and institutions, and the constant demand for more teachers 
and Zenana workers, tell us of the widely opening doors that might be 
entered if we would. Were it not for our good number of well-trained 
native helpers and workers, our lines of work could not be carried to the 
extent and efficiency that they are. But it takes missionaries to train 
‘ the native Christians, and not for many years has our staff of mission- 
aries been so few as at present. 

Mrs. Burkholder, who with heroic self-sacrifice stepped into Miss 
Coombs’ place at Midnapore, says: “It has been a source of the great- 
est comfort and courage to absolutely know that the Master sent me 
here. In spite of cholera and smallpox in the bazaar where our work 
calls me, the Father’s hand has ever been over me, to keep me from al! 
danger. Can I doubt His care? The work has been going on as usual. 
We have six schools, seven Zenana teachers, eight school teachers, one 
Bible woman, five helpers and about 250 pupils. In spite of the dense 
darkness, we are making inroads into the enemy’s camp. I can see a 
great change for the better in various lines. The Gospel is making head- 
way. It seems very wonderful to me, when I realize what a work our 
women are doing in their quiet visits in the homes of the people. They 
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themselves do not realize how they are being used of God in breaking 
down the strongholds of Hinduism. How I wish you ladies could step 
into our little schools and hear the children repeat the Ten Command- 
ments, the Catechism, and, at the close of school, see them kneel rever- 
ently and repeat the Lord’s Prayer. You should see the little Sunday 
School which Miss Coombs started, long ago, in a Santal village not far 
away. The ground is swept clean, mats are spread out under a beauti- 
ful peeple tree, and a group of children are collected. Some have only 
the rich brown dress which Mother Nature gave them; others not much 
better, but they sit there for a little while, sing some of our Christian 
hymns, repeat the Ten Commandments, and learn Bible stories with the 
help of the bright pictures from Providence, R. I. 


“We have a W. C. T. U. among our native women, which meets 
once a month, and a Band of Hope among the children. Our National 
W. C. T. U. meets once in two years. Aside from this we have five di- 
visional conventions, meeting each year. The social glass is very popu- 
lar among European officials, but it is much easier to refuse it now than 
it used to be. There is need enough of work in this direction.” 


3rave, resourceful Miss Butts sends from Santipore her greetings to 
her “dear Free Baptist sisters,” and says—though decrying one bit of 
“pessimism”: “It is the same story of trying to arouse enthusiasm in dull 
er mediocre minds; of trying to impress spiritual truth on minds and 
hearts that are too narrow to care for much above or beyond the limits 
of their mud-houses; of putting up medicines, visiting the sick, hoiding 
Bible classes, teaching Sunday School class, and taking charge of Chris- _ 
tian Endeavor. The woman who is now pulling the punkah over me 
came to us with her son and both have been baptized during the year. 
The son works as a carpenter in the shop. Another young man from 
Hinduism was baptized last Sunday. I have fifteen young men in my 
Sunday School class whose minds I am trying to stir to better thought 
and deeds. They have so little help upward in their homes. No books, 


no papers, no pretty surroundings, no anything that so many young peo- 
ple at home have. 


“There is an All India Sunday School examination in July, on the 
International lessons for the first six months of the year. From fifteen 


to twenty of our pupils usually take this examination. Last year thir- 
teen won certificates. 
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“The scissors, pictures, scrap-books, cards, school bags, patch-work, 
thread, thimbles, etc., for my work, and the sunshine bags and boxes and 
other personal gifts have all helped to make the year a memorable one, 


and I very sincerely thank each one who has contributed in any way to 
make it so.” 


The sudden return of Miss Barnes to this country made impossible 
her annual report. But we know that her work has been conscientiously 
and faithfully done,—so faithfully, that her health has gone to pay the 
price of the over-burden. Her orphanage work at Balasore is being 
taken care of by Miss Coe, while Miss Coe’s Zenana work has been as- 
sumed by Miss Gowen in addition to her own. 


From her retreat in the hills, Miss Gowen writes: “This is vaca- 
tion, but school will open again June 18, and the hundred and more will 
come trooping in at the ringing of the bell. Komoline Chatterjee is my 
head teacher in the Kindergarten. You must feel somewhat acquainted 
with her by this time, as I seldom write a letter without mentioning her 
good qualities. She seems to have no other kinds. She has fourteen 
of the largest children in the second grade. In the first grade there are 
twenty-two children. Both of these classes belong in the Girls’ Middle 
Vernacular School, but we have no room for them there, so they are 
squeezed into the Kindergarten Hall, thus leaving no room for real kin- 
dergarten work to be properly done. These two classes are taught Eng- 
lish one period a day, during which period the stupid ones, not learning 
English, are given special. help in arithmetic, in which subject nearly all 
are weak. The little children have a lot of kindergarten work, with gifts, 
occupations, songs, games, etc. Besides the English master, who also 
teaches gardening, and one Bible class, we have eight women teachers, 
all but one holding a Junior Teacher’s certificate, and that one is second 
only to Komoline in teaching ability. Her mind and face are always 
shining, and if she can’t find in books the sort of songs she wants for 
her children, she can produce both words and music herself. I wonder, 
sometimes, how the children ever learn her tunes, because they are usu- 
ally English tunes with Oriya variations. This teacher is Kamini Dass. 
Her husband is my cook, and he is as much a success at his business as 
she is at hers. 


“Our Bengali class of Hindu children is very small, this yea, as, 
owing to the division of the Province of Bengal and Orissa, most of the 
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Bengali officials have gone away. Those that remain and attend school 
attend our Sunday School as well, and their homes are frequently visited. 


“During the year the Director of Public Instruction, the Inspector 
and Inspectress of Schools have visited us and their reports have been 
pleasing. 

“The Middle Vernacular and Upper Primary Girls are sheltered in 
two rooms of the house I occupy and a room adjoining my cook house. 
We have the same Hindu Pundit that came about the time I did, a very 
good man, perfectly trustworthy and thoroughly interested in his work. 
One girl from each department in this school won Government scholar- 
ships this year. 

“Each of the four classes has one period a day in English and some 
are doing quite well. We enjoy a half hour on Friday afternoons, sing- 
ing English hymns,—though it is not very well done, or easily learned, 
they like very much to try. There are two women teachers in this school. 

“The Government officials heartily approve of a new building for 
this school and are ready to give liberal assistance as soon as our people 
are ready to do something. 


“Our Christian Endeavor has been very interesting. Every Satur- 
day after school we have our C. E. meetings. The Senior girls in one 
school room and the Junior girls in the church are under my supervi- 
vision. Miss Coe has the Intermediate in another school room. I have 
assigned the leadership of the Juniors to one of the Senior girls, who is 
doing very well. All the other girls in school and the teachers, also 
some village girls, are in the Senior C. E. Each week four girls are 
appointed to prepare a Bible lesson on some large Sunday School pic- 
ture and after Christian Endeavor I go with them to some Hindu village 
where they give the Gospel message to as many as will listen, often forty 
or more will gather. It is quite a new thing for unmarried girls and 
there was a bit of difficulty, at first, as many parents objected, but most 
of the girls, after the very first, liked it so well that they have overcome 
the difficulties. Those who go one week report the next, and the interest 
in the salvation of others that has thus been awakened is, perhaps, the 
most satisfying thing in the year’s work. One day, five different girls 
told of some Hindu woman for whom she was especially praying and 
working ; and during the year one girl, a teacher, and one of the best, 
volunteered to do Zenana work and has been doing splendidly. 
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“They have also earned quite a bit of money by special sewing. 
They take home each week blocks of patch-work and each girl sews one 
square a week and brings it back to C. E. the following Saturday. They 
_have made three quilts and have orders ahead for two or three more. 
The patch-work comes from home, ready for sewing. They contribute 
to various national C. E. enterprises and their special work was to give 
a table, chair, and one long bench to the new church at Kusudia, which 
is also used at present as a schoolhouse, and in which one of our mem- 
bers, an orphanage girl, Bachani, is doing excellent work as a teacher. 


“Since Miss Barnes went to America, Miss Coe has had the orphan- 
age work, and to me has fallen the happy privilege of visiting the Ze- 
uana homes.. Of course I can’t be in two places at once, so I spend part 
of the time’ in school, then go to visit the Zenanas. My bicycle makes 
it possible to go quickly, and the heat has not affected my head this year 
as before. There are no end of interesting incidents connected with the 
two months I have been helping with this, but I dare not dwell on them 
too long, even in my mind, as this work is only loaned me, and Miss Coe, 
who likes it just as well as I, and who has splendid plans for it, is just 
waiting till someone conies to the Orphanage work so she can gladly take 
it back again.” 


It is with a great sense of satisfaction that we view ovr HOME 
Work, the reports are so full of progress, push and perseverance. We 
realize that the present attainments have not come, but have been brought 
about by hard work and great faith, and we hold in grateful esteem the 
men and women who have given, and are giving, so much to Storer Col- 
lege. 

_ The report of President McDonald breathes this spirit of devotion 
and optimism. He says: “The years pass with winged feet. It seems 
only yesterday when, fourteen years ago, I came here. The year just 
ended has been of enlarging’ vision. We have been moving straight 
ahead all the time, but this year we have centered all of our thoughts and 
energics on the one end of making real the building for Domestic Sci- 
ence which has been an ideal for some time. Providence has had a hand 
in the matter; within the past few months there has come in cash and 
pledges about three thousand dollars. Plans for the building have been 
drawn and its location decided upon. It is to stand between and west 


from Anthony Memorial Hall and Myrtle Hall. 
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“In my mind, all of the time, I am thinking of the Woman’s Mis- 
sionary Society, which so many times has given the impulse that has 
made real a number of things on and about the campus of this school. 
I am wondering whether they, or some member of the organization, will 
not find joy in giving us the start we need. The building we have in 
mind will cost from $15,000 to $18,000. It is to be built of stone to har- 
monize with the new Lincoln Hall. Its general architectural lines will 
follow those of Lincoln and will be ari addition to the equipment of the 
school of first importance. 

“There is no doubt that more emphasis needs to be placed on the 
manual arts for women. There is a constantly increasing demand for 
such work, and it fits into the real needs of a real life. Today only doers 
of needful things are wanted anywhere. 


“There was never a year when the available room of the school was 
so soon occupied by the women students. While one or two previous 
school years there have been more women enrolled, never has the aver- 
age of attendance been higher. The total enrollment was 119. The 
coming year seems to promise as many. The enrollment of boys was a 
few less than one year ago. This is accountable to the fact that the la- 
bor conditions in West Virginia have been so unsettled that many could 
not secure employment in the mining regions they had fully expected. 


“But the general quality of the student body has been good. The 
young people whom we have had have been earnest and appreciative. 
They have given good account of themselves in school and on the play- 
ground. 


“This June we graduated the largest class of Normal graduates 
ever sent out from the institution—31 in number. Some will teach, 
some will return for more work, some will go elsewhere to school. All 
will do something worth while. 

“At Commencement we were happy to announce the establishment 
of the Cornforth Declamatory Prize, offered for excellency in declama- 
tion. The contestants will select their declamations from the Bible. 
Thus there will be given a fine stimulus to a better knowledge of Holy 
Writ. 

“The John Brown Fort is being fitted up for use as a museum. 
Cases are being placed therein, and it is fast becoming the most visited 
building in the town. 
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“The one uppermost thought in the minds of all who serve Storer 
is that its ennobling influence may not lessen, but that those who annu- 
ally come and tarry awhile may have their lives quickened to a higher 
conception of the worth of real service to mankind.” 

Mrs. Elisabeth McDonald strikes a note that has ever rung true of 
Storer—the loyalty of the student body, both before and after gradua- 
tion. She says: “Storer has finished another good year, and thirty- 
two young people have spread their wings to fly from us. In their part- 
ing words they voiced the sentiment of loyalty to the “Old Gold” of 
Storer, and of a desire to be of genuine service to their own people. Not 
to have an easy time, but to do something worth while, is their aim. 

“Among the most significant events of Commencement week are 
two that are full of inspiration to the lover of Storer. Two of the 
graduates of ten years ago were present, who not only have been very 
successful teachers, but who have steadily sent us a fine class of pupils, 
several of whom graduated with honor. The missionary spirit they 
have shown, the practical application of the principles instilled into them 
as students, and their loyalty and love for their school are the best evis™* 
dence that there is real work for Storer in this country. 

“The other fact is that out of our large graduating class there were 
only two who had not been induced to enter Storer through the advice 
of a Storer graduate; and many of them came because their own par- 
ents were graduates. ‘By their fruits ye shall know them.’ 

“And the Seniors left two parting gifts. The boys presented a sil- 
ver loving cup as a prize for the winning Class Team in a two-mile 
race. It was won for the first time, this year, by our Fourth Year boys 
amid great enthusiasm. The class presented the chapel with nine elec- 
tric chandeliers, a gift that will be appreciated whenever we hold an 
evening gathering in that large room. 

“On every hand one sees evidences of minor improvements; we 
are trying to keep pace with the outward improvements in the minds 
and hearts of the pupils. To instill in them a spirit of truthfulness, 
loyalty and dependability is a task that ever calls for the highest in one’s 
own nature. 

“Let me close with these words from a graduate who has not been 
back for several years until this June, but whose work has brought him 
in touch with people in various parts of this state and adjoining states: 
‘Of ali the students of different schools that I have met, none love their 
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Alma Mater as the Storer boys and girls do theirs. Wherever I have 
seen them they are talking for her and working for her, and they feel 
that in their own lives they must show forth her teachings.’ ”’ 

Mrs. Celeste Brackett Newcomer tells of the interesting doings of 
her department: “For a somewhat detailed account of the program of 
one week in my department, I would refer those who are interested to 
the March Hetper. During April and May our usual demonstration 
meals have been served, this time by Junior and Third Year classes, in 
the form of picnic suppers served to the faculty, and boys of the classes. 
on the island, a beautiful spot of wooded green, rock-bound and pictur- 
esque in the midst of the Potomac. The work of preparing and packing 
the luncheons was all done in the class, every bit of the cooking, includ- 
ing the pickles and jelly being their own, and was afterward recited 
upon, and entered in their note-books, like all the regular work. None 
the less, each picnic was a merry outing, as the happy voices and lively 
games filling the brief period—from the close of school to 6.50 p. m.— 
indicated, and as the ‘Stories of Our Picnic,’ required as written work 
from each pupil, recounted. 

“The Spring class in Home Care of the Sick has been large and 
interesting, consisting of the twenty-one Senior girls and all the four 
post-graduate girls—two of them young married women. Their live 
interest makes teaching this subject an especial pleasure. 

“All our examinations were given early in May, but the regular 
work continued through the month, as usual, even into Commencement 
week, when the Third Year and Junior classes baked the cakes for the 
refreshment stands, where they were vended, with ice cream and pea- 
nuts, for the enrichment of the Athletic Association. 

“Of course, Commencement day was a great and successful occa- 
sion. It always is. A goodly number of old students added a reminis- 
cent interest. We love to see their faces, and to believe that the years 
that have passed have been spent in earnest effort to live truly, and, as 
they so often say, to give out some of the good received at Storer Col- 
lege.” 

Rev. J. C. Newcomer has charge of the classes in Mathematics, and 
also of the distinctly religious work of the institution. He says: “In 
the department of Mathematics our constant aim is to develop indepen- 
dent thinkers, and the work is given as much of a practical turn as pos- 
sible. To this end, the text book in both plane and solid geometry has 
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been changed for one which introduces a far greater number of practi- 
cal problems, which in one form or another are used in framing build- 
ings, arching windows, laying hard wood or tile floors, measuring land, 
laying out winding walks, etc. Next year the Algebras are to be 
changed for a newer one for the same reason. 

“In regard to the distinctly religious work: Besides the regular 
Sunday Schoo! and pulpit work I have put what time I could in the 
Y. M. C. A. A few special meetings were held with the boys, result- 
ing in severai conversions. The boys themselves conducted a Bible 
study class through the whole year. All of us feel that the study of the 
Bible and. the development of real and effective Christian workers ought 
to be given more emphasis and time, but how to get the latter so as to 
give the former is the problem.” 

Miss Elizabeth Sims, of the manual department, says: “I think the 
students are realizing, more and more, that hand and brain must work 
together to make the complete man and woman. Because of the limited 
number of machines it is impossible to grant all the requests for sewing. 
I am compelled to say ‘No,’ many times, to the most industrious, in or- 
der to give all a chance to make their spring dresses. I could easily use 
two or three more machines. If some kind friends would supply them it 
would be very much appreciated by the girls and myself, as well as the 
institution. 

We sent to Wheeling, W. Va., a very creditable exhibit from each 
of the normal classes, and in addition, from the senior class, some cord, 
reed and raffia work.” 

The united efforts and interest of resident faculty and widely scat- 
tered Free Baptist supporters made this institution one of the bright 
spots in the rapidly growing Southland, and one of the worth-while 
pages in the history of the development of the race.

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Reports of Home Secretaries 
Mrs. Adelaide B. Webber for New England 


Four decades of the present organization have passed. Pausing 
to. look backward, we see the lights and shadows, the hills of difficulty 
and heights of inspiration where we have had the vision of service. For 
hitherto has God helped us. In these days of new policies there comes 
to us an unsettled feeling as to our relative position and responsibilities. 
Yet we do well to remember that our work is practically the same. 
“Our Woman’s Missionary Society has entered no new union; we stand 
now, as ever, a distinct organization.” As we note the results, our 
hearts thrill with gratitude for the loyalty of our constituency. Our re- 
ceipts are $917.76 more than in 1912. 

Miss Fenner, our New England Field Agent, has visited churches 
and Quarterly Meetings in Maine, Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
She has given addresses at Thank-Offering services and gatherings of 
Young People, organized societies in the Farmington and Otisfield, Me., 
Quarterly Meetings, also Cradle Rolls, and secured subscriptions for 
the HeLper. She brings definite information about our work, inspira- 
tion to do it in the right spirit, and has a winsome personality. 

Too much of praise cannot be said of the missionary work in Cradle 
Rolls, Junior societies, Sunday School classes and the Missionary Edu- 
cation Conference. For fifteen years our Little Light Bearers have 
helped support little brown children of India. In that time some of the 
little girls that have been educated have older grown and gone out to 
make Christian homes, with all that it means in that land. And our 
children have been fitted for the larger service of the Missionary Con- 
ference. The Conference this year had 103 delegates, five denomina- 
tions were represented, and consecrated workers are being trained for 
our Home and Foreign Mission fields. 

In all of the New England States boxes have been filled with use- 
ful articles to send to India. A class of boys and girls in Brockton, 
Mass., has pledged $10.00, and the Sunday School pledges the remain- 
der, to support an orphan. The largest Cradle Roll reported is in 
Chelmsford. It has 100 members, has paid $50.00 and filled a box to 
send to India. 

MAIneE.—“Many Sunday School classes are working for missions 
and many individual workers all over the state are interested and help- 
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ing by influence, teaching and giving. Two new societies, at Belvidere 
and Dryden. The new auxiliary at Mars Hill plans to study our India 
Field this winter.” It has twenty-five members and takes twenty-five 
Hrvrers. Deacon Cornforth of Saco gave $75.00 on his birthday for 
Storer.

S. Young, East Rochester, of $500.00; of Mrs. Howe, of Gonic, for the 
Henderson Home and the support of a child in Bengai, are evidences 
that the spirit of the fathers still lives in the New Durham Quarterly 
Meeting. 

MASSACHUSETTS.—The interest is good and the outlook encourag- 
ing. April 17, an all day meeting was held at the home of Mrs. Mosher 
in Boston. Representatives were present from nearby cities. Misses 
Fullerton, Fenner and Costello gave helpful addresses. Letters were 
read from the Editor of the HeLtper, Mrs. Lightner and Miss Mabel 
Young. The work at Storer College was referred to in highest terms 
of praise. After lunch, the afternoon was spent in discussing methods 
of promoting the greatest interest in missionary work and spiritual life. 
Among the resolutions were those of gratitude for the enlargement of 
the work at Balasore, new work at Basta, the new chapel at Kusudiha

Rev. Elizabeth Moody for the West 


In bringing to you this report I realize a sense of inaccuracy as to 
actual work accomplished, for some states have failed to respond to oft 
repeated efforts to secure their statistics. 

But all in all, taking into account the spiriteof unrest and waeertain- 
ty among us, we feel that we have been making advance in the West in 
our efforts to win the world to Christ. 

Mission study classes, specially planned programs and _entertain- 
ments have been used in awaking and strengthening deeper interest ; and 
in some instances special efforts have been put forth to increase our 
benevolences with gratifying results. 

In one state.(lowa) the W. M. S. has been the only link between 
the old work and the new for over two years; as the Q. Ms. and Y. M. 
disbanded and went into the Baptist organizations nearest them, thus 
leaving no denominational gathering possible. 

I qvote from the pen of their President, Mrs. Thera B. True ;— We 
nominally have a W. M. S., Mrs. Miles, Sec’y; Mrs. Zimmerman, 
Treas., and I Pres. We published an open letter to our women last fall 
in the ‘Iowa Baptist Record,’ urging their support of our India work. 
Mabel is collecting bags and little dresses as per request of Miss Barnes. 
I think all feel loyal to old associations and work and would show it if 
there were any way to do so.” They report 75 members, one Cradle Roll, 
70 copies of the HELPER taken and $390.56 raised. 

Central Illinois Y. M. has this year lost, in Sister G. A. Gordon, the 
sweet, gentle leader of their W. M. S. for so many years. The cause of 
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Missions, never strong, has suffered many reverses and today no organ- 
ized work among our women in this Y. M. remains. : 


Northern Illinois has nine churches and one Auxiliary with nine 
members, which reports $30.00 raised, $10 of which was expended for 
F. M. There are 12 HELpeErs taken in the state. 


Minnesota sends a good report with officers as follows :—Pres., 
Mrs. Alice M. Frye, Winona; Sec’y and Treas., Mrs. Inah G. Stout, 
Champlin; Hetper Agent, Mrs. J. D. Batson, Farmington. Number of 
Auxiliaries, 11—10 of which reported. Membership, 165; new members, 
25; HeLpers taken, 98; Cradle roll members, 35; amount of T. O., 
$112.65; amount applied on apportionment, $550.32. In connection 
with the report of this Y. M. should be mentioned the gift of land, (val- 
ued at over $30,000) in South Dakota from Mrs. Cook. The Vailey 
Springs (S. Dak.) church, of which Mrs. Cook was a member, and near 
which her farms were located, was a member of the Minn. Y. M. and 
felt the inspiration and help of Winnebago; and this Y. M. with the 
West should be congratulated in having brought to our society and the 
cause of missions so valuable a gift. 


Kansas and Nebraska, like Sovthern Illinois, have felt the effect of 
the “Union movement” and, thus far, have not harmonized with the 
change. No report has been received from Nebraska. Kansas reports 
that they are keeping in touch with us somewhat and has sent $67.02 to 
our Treasurer. Both states have helped in the support of Miss Esta- 
brook. The HELPER goes to 38 homes. Kansas reports officers as fol- 
lows: President, Mrs. N. L. Abbey, Jamestown; Secretary and Treas- 
urer, Mrs. Elvina Reeves, Jamestown; Secretary of Cradle Roll, Mrs.

Indiana has no report, but I find that 24 HeLpers are taken within 
her borders. A letter received since our annual meeting states that on 
account of the sickness and death of a loved and only sister, the Secre- 
tary, Miss Lida Moody, Brookston, was unable to perform her duties. 

Michigan has a very loyal band of women, somewhat lessened in 
number, but earnestly alive to our responsibility and blessed opportunity. 
We feel that we have in our special missionary, Dr. Mary Bacheler, for 
whose support we are pledged, one of God’s angels of mercy and love, 
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and are honored in having her for our very own—our proxy in a far-off 
land. We are glad, since Miss Barnes must return to America, that 
Hillsdale has homes open to her, and we shall care for her most tenderly 
aud ask that you help us as you pray. soa 

Our President, Mrs. Stone, has been persistently faithful in writing 
to and visiting the churches. Since the State meeting, last November, 
to the middle of May, she had traveled 1,560 miles in our state, visiting 
(). M. and churches and speaking from two to five times at each church 
visited.

Report of Western Field Agent 


This report must necessarily be brief as three months is so short a 
time in which to do things worth telling, especially when one is all out 
of practice ; and it’s quite a step from the round of pastoral work to the 
planning and executing of an itinerary. 
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Only a few short trips have been made and with one exception these 
were in Michigan. 


In beginning my writing, I found that very many of the workers of 
a decade ago were not in their old places. The death angel had beck- 
oned some, ill health and removals had come, and letters sent out were 
returned unsealed, while others, though not returning, are still sealed 
to me. 


Every state responding at all, expressed pleasure at the return of 
the Agent, but some wondered how it would harmonize with the new 
order of things. 


Northern Illinois was very anxious fur work to be done in her bor- 
ders and was willing to take almost any date, but had a preference for 
August and September, as in these months their Yearly Meeting and 
strongest Quarterly Meeting convene. 


The President of the Wisconsin Yearly Meeting wrote: “Come to 
this Quarterly Meeting in April and work here until the last of June, 
when the Yearly Meeting convenes at Honey Creek.” 


Because of work in Michigan which had been promised for May, 
and the meeting of the Northern Baptist Convention at Detroit, I did 
not go to Wisconsin until June, when I attended the Honey Creek 
Quarterly Meeting. Here and in my brother’s home I met four of the 
state workers of the Baptist people, one of whom was the district drgan- 
izing agent of the Baptist W. M. S., and after a very pleasant and har- 
monious talk with them and my brother, in whose parish the Quarterly | 
Meeting was held, and who is a member of their State Board, I decided 
that Mrs. Stewart could better do the work there than your represen- 
tative. he 

In some instances my addresses were at Thank-Offering services 
and the offerings went into this channel of our work, so that the receipts 
for the agency work did not equal expenditures. 


Three Quarterly Meeting sessions were attended; four Thank- 
Offe1ing services held and three regular auxiliary meetings visited. In 
all sixteen addresses were given and about one hundred and fifty letters 


and cards written. Twenty-five dollars were received in offerings for 
my work and nearly fifty dollars more went into the Thank Offering 
fund. 


Several calls have been refused because conflicting with dates al- 
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ready made or were so far away that trips for the one service were not 
warranted. 

There surely is an urgent, crying need for just such a work as this 
in all our Western churches. Someone with zeal and consecration and 
practical, positive knowledge of conditions and the plan and will of the 
General Society, some one to say “Wait” or “Go forward,” as occasion 
demands. 

Our churches and pastors need it; our W. M. S. must have it or 
suffer. Michigan, Minnesota, Illinois, and possibly Kansas, may be 
helped, and the tendency to disintegration checked by such a work until 
_ such time as we shall be able to more fully adjust ourselves. 

I do not say the Western Field Agent is best. There are long dis- 
tances from Michigan to Minnesota, or Kansas and Illinois; possibly 
State Secretaries or Presidents could be more proficient, each caring for 
her own territory—but this I do say, it 1s a much needed and blessed 
work and happy the one whom God calls to undertake it.

Report of Superintendent of Bureau of

There 
are already prepared the text-book entitled “The King’s Business,” which 
is a study of efficiency for women’s missionary societies; a set of post- 
ers which are intended to be used to advertise the meetings; “Sugges- 
tions for Leaders of Missionary Classes,” designed to be used by leaders 
of small group classes, furnished free by the Bureau to those who will 
use them; “Missionary Helps for Junior Leaders,” for leaders of young 
Juniors and primary class teachers who wish to introduce missions in an 
attractive way. In August a text-book for older Juniors will be ready, 
the title of which is “Turkey,” and in September the “How To Use” 
will be issued, prepared by Mrs. Montgomery. 

It has been a pleasure to the Superintendent of the Bureau to have a 
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part in distributing the beautiful calendar prepared by the publication 
committee, 188 having been sold. 

An excellent responsive reading for Thank-Offering service, pre- 
pared by Bertha Fernald Files of Lewiston, was published by the Bureau 
and a thousand copies sold. Always a large amount of other material 
for Thank-Offering is called for. 

The Everyland subscriptions have been sent as usual. 

Three hundred copies of sixteen of the pictures used in the calendar 
were sent to the Bureau by the publication committee at the time the 
calendars were printed and are being distributed as calls for such ma- 
terial come. 

There have been a number of calls for flags for flag exercises and 
the Bureau has added a set of 42 flags to its available material. 

None of the “free” material has been replenished during the year, 
but a number of catalogs, “How To Organize,” mite boxes, etc., have 
been sent to field agents and secretaries for distribution. I should be 
glad to send such material to any secretaries of Quarterly or Yearly 
meetings, as it is impossible for me to attend such gatherings.

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Report of the Scbscription Agent 


While the HELPER has practically held its own during the past year 
as to number of subscriptions, it has not been without much special 
effort. 

State and Iccal agents in some of the states have given much time 
and energy in endeavoring to increase the subscription list and a goodly 


number of new names have been secured. 

A large number of sample copies have been sent out with gratifying 
results. The offer made to new subscribers last fall of the Hetprer for 
fifteen months for fifty cents was well received and certainly warranted 
the additional expense. 

The loss from delinquent subscribers continues to be an important 
factor in determining the amount of the deficit. Last year this loss was 
much more than usual on account of the government regulations requir- 
ing the discontinuance of delinquent subscribers or the payment of addi- 
tional. postage for the same. 

Compared with the previous year the following items account for 
the increase in the deficit: 

Increase in the loss on overdue subscriptions. 

Increase in cost of printing. 

Less amount received from gifts and less received from shares. 

The plan of reducing the cost of shares has not increased the amount 
received from this source. 

While the increase in the deficit is not pleasant to contemplate, at 
the same time there is much of encouragement in the present condition 
of our magazine. 

A larger per cent of the subscribers are paid up than ever before and 
the number to be discontinued during the coming year will in all proba- 
bility be much less. 
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Maine has secured the largest number of new subscribers, 156; New 
Hampshire stands second, 116, and Michigan third, 47. Total number 
of new subscribers, 518. 

Maine shows the largest net gain, having increased the number on 
her list 49. 

Miss Fenner’s work has and will undoubtedly be the means of 
attracting the attention of our people to our work as Baptist and Free 
Baptist, and the HELPER is sure to reap much benefit from her labors. 

The HELPER needs more state agents who will keep in touch with the 
local agents and see that they are supplied with samples. 

The work done in Maine, New Hampshire and Texas shows what 
can be accomplished by energetic, efficient Agents.

Report of Editor 


The year has been an unusually strenuous one in our HELPER 
Sanctum; not, primarily, because of the editorial work, which is an 
ever present source of thought, prayer and activity, but especially be- 
cause of changing conditions that made this bit of the world a place to 
which requests and questions of all sorts were directed, and where per- 
plexing problerns were discussed. It was not unusual for the Editor to 
be asked for the life sketch of a missionary or fellow worker by return 
mail, to send books formerly published by The Morning Star House, to 
give a concise statement of the “Union question,” to advise how to or- 
ganize an auxiliary, to suggest ways of interesting young people in 
missions, to write an open letter to a Quarterly Meeting, to outline the 
work of the American Baptist Foreign Mission Society—also by return 
mail!—to furnish information about Storer College, and supply litera- 
ture and leaflets for public meetings. Many of these letters involved 
correspondence with General Conference leaders, Superintendents of 
our own departments, or with Baptist headquarters. 
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Letters have been written to all state agents; mailing lists, leaflets 
and sample copies sent to aid them, requests made to Field and state de- 
nominational agents for their co-operation, which have invariably re- 
ceived favorable replies; and a special campaign set in motion to get 
the HELPER into the homes of Free Baptist clergymen. Please note 
that this is to be continued. Many ministers have received the HELPER 
this year through the courtesy of some friend or auxiliary, and several 
HELPER Shares have been applied to this purpose. 

We are convinced that personal endeavor and personal methods are 
quite as necessary to maintain and increase the circulation of a mission- 
ary periodical as they are to awaken interest in missions or to organize 
auxiliaries. Wherever Miss Moody in the West, Mrs. Griffin in the 
South and West, or Miss Fenner in New England, has personally met 
the people, there have been new subscribers to the magazine. All of 
these influences act and re-act, and we feel more courage to continue 
our correspondence, and send our appeals through the HELPER itself, 
when we know that loyal fellow workers are doing their best in the field. 

There has been effective work done in several states, with always a 
special personality behind it. We rejoice that young women are being 
_enlisted in this work. Texas, where a few years ago there was scarcely 
a subscriber, has made fine proportionate gains which we hope our new 
agent in that section will multiply. New Hampshire has made the larg- 
est gifts. Maine has again won the necklet by the largest net gain in 
subscribers, but we expect some other state to capture the prize next 
year. We must note the fact that wherever in these, or other, states 
— has been enthusiastic, persistent work, results have made it mani- 
est. 
But now we have to admit a grave weakness: although a goodly 
number of new subscribers have been obtained, there has been a sad fall- 
ing off in old ones, augmented by the Government order that all delin- 
quent subscribers must be dropped after three months. Many of these 
undoubtedly intend to renew and simply neglect to do so, but here is a 
situation to be faced and conquered—as it can be. In our zeal to get 
new subscribers, we must not fail to carefully look after the renewals. 
This must necessarily be the special care of local agents. 

Many letters have been received urging the enlargement of our 
magazine in order to make possible a wider denominational missionary 
outlook. Such letters and expressions have come almost entirely from 
men. If it were possible to act upon these suggestions, the HreLrer 
would remain a missionary magazine exclusively, but one of a somewhat 
wider scope. Its pages are now open to General Conference Notes, 
letters from all missionaries on the Bengal Field and general news from 
Storer College, so. far as its space will admit; but this is, of course, very 
limited, and the work for which the Woman’s Missionary Society is re- 
sponsible must be as fully represented as possible or we shall not meet 
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our obligations. Again and again an article seemingly necessary to the 
completion of a special number has had to be omitted because the space 
was full. In spite of her ardent desire, however, the present editor does 
not urge enlargement unless special funds are provided for that purpose 
or a materially lengthened subscription list seems to warrant it. 

There is constant call for more information about our own field, and 
here the Bureau of Missionary Intelligence admirably supplenients the 
HeEvrer. We wish that its resources were more widely understeod and 
utilized, and we hope that the Publication Committee may be able to 
supply some of the demands not fully met. 

A leaflet entitled “What They Say,” consisting of quotations from 
letters of well known men about THE MissronAry HELPER, was arranged 
by the Maine State Agent and issued for general distribution. These 
were first sent out to Field and State Agents, then placed on literature 
tables. 

Some complaints have been received—enough to keep us humble !— 
and many letters and words of praise. One Doctor of Divinity who at- 
tended General Conference, said: “I always read the HELPER through, 
including the covers!” “Another, “The HELper is a valuable magazine. 
We must keep it.” Rev. C. A. Collett, missionary to Bengal, now on 
furlough, wrote: “I feel that the HELPER is really the only link that is 
left to bind us to the old relationships. I find our people saying, ‘It 
seems so good to have the HELPER yet.’ I hope it will soon be in every 
home.” <A pastor’s wife writes: “It seems as if the HELPER was never 
more helpful than now. It is fvll of interest and information that our 
Free Baptist women cannot get along without and know anything about 
our work.” 

The Thank Offering number seems to us of vital importance be- 
cause of the work it represents. The Storer number was especially 
commended. The February number was used by young people of other 
denominations to advertise the Missionary Conference at Ocean Park, 
and Dr. Vinton asked for the use of that “irresistible picture,” as he 
called it, “East and West,” on the cover, to reproduce in his delightful 
illustrated lecture on “Child Life Around theWorld.” 

The illustrations have been a great help and attraction, frequently 
mentioned, and were made possible by that blessed ‘““HeELper Cut Fund,” 
for which we never cease to be thankful. At one time the fund was so 
low as to cause panic. The editor cannot beg, so she prayed. As 
promptly as possible came the answers—from a Presbyterian Mission- 
ary in China and a Baptist Doctor of Divinity in Maine! Amazing, but 
true. 

There was joy in the Sanctum when the telegram was received 
from our President, annovncing the Christmas gift to the society of a 
farm worth thirty thousand dollars, in South Dakota, recorded “a gift 
from a woman for the benefit of women less favored.” 
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An event of special interest to HELPER readers was the June wed- 
ding of our General Subscription Agent, Miss Lydia Harris Andrews, to 
Rev. Herbert Briggs Francis, in the Roger Williams Church, Provi- 
dence, R. I. A happy union of Baptist and Free Baptist! Our Ar- 
lington church is the richer for these two young people, and out HELPER 
family has all best wishes, all the days, for this dear daughter of a moth- 
er who was so many years a beloved fellow worker. 

In these days we hear much about efficiency—efficiency in business, 
in housekeeping, in professional and charitable work. There has been 
a growing efficiency in missionary societies and literature since the in- 
troduction of the United Study Books and the Jubilee Meetings, but it 
has beer largely due to a kindled interest and wider knowledge. We 
have been groping after the best methods. Now the “just how” to con- 
serve and utilize our forces, both spiritual and material, and make pos- 
sible the largest results, is found in our new text book, “The King’s 
Business.” We recommend that it be used in every auxiliary, even if 
other studies form a part of the program, and that its suggestions be 
definitely and practically applied to our work. It calls attention to the 
fact that in all effort for missions, education is the essential foundation 
upon which is built Christian character that expresses itself in prayer, 
gifts ard service.” 

\Ve cannot serve even our own field effectively unless we know 
something. of its history and geography, and much of its personnel, its 
different departments of work and its wants. We must keep in friendly 
touch with our missionaries or we cannot respond to their special need 
of us. To this end our magazine lends itself, with, we hope, increasing 
helpfuiness. 

Many of the victories of the Woman’s Missionarv Society have 
come tiirough prayer. Again we ask you to remember THE MISSIONARY 
HELPER in prayer, that it and all who especiallv work for it may be guid- 
ed in giving the very best of service. For back of all we do—you and I 
and thousands upon thousands of women who are working together, 
even if under different names—is a common purpose. 

We have recently fovnd a deeper and richer meaning than ever be- 
fore in that wonderful missionary Psalm, the 67th. Note the onening 
supplication. “God be merciful vnto 1's and bless vs.” And then the rea- 
son for it, “That Thv wavy mav be known on earth; Thv saving health 
among all nations.” Blest, so that we may become a blessing. The way 
made plain to us, in order that we may make it known to others. No 
one can receive the blessing without passing it on. The enlightened 
and loving missionary worker cannot limit her interest to. her own, church, 
state or nation. “The question of missions is a world question. To study 
missions is to get a world vision.”
